REMARKS 



In the Office Action mailed November 22, 2005, in the above captioned case, 
the Examiner has stated that the present Application contains two distinct species. 
As such, the Examiner has required the Applicants to elect a single species for 
prosecution on the merits.

Applicants elect without traverse Species 1 recited in Claims 1-8, drawn to a 
switch for regulating the substrate potential of an integrated circuit with switched 
terminals coupled to ground and substrate bias supply line.
